Friday  Evening,  October  8 

Kiddush  served  in  Sukkah 
after  every  service 

The  festival  of  Sukkot ,  the  Season  of 
Rejoicing,  will  begin  on  Friday  evening, 
October  8,  with  services  that  evening 
at  5:45  pm.  and  will  continue  on 
Saturday,  October  9,  and  on  Sunday, 
October  10,  with  services  beginning  at 
9:30  a.m.  each  day.  After  each  service 
kiddush  will  be  served  in  the  beautiful 
Sukkah  on  the  roof  of  the  Milton  Stein¬ 
berg  House.  Students  of  our  High  School 
Department  will  assist  a  committee  of 
women  from  Sisterhood  and  the  Parents 
Association  in  decorating  the  Sukkah. 
The  women  will  serve  kiddush  after  each 
service  during  the  festival. 

The  closing  days  of  the  festival  begin 
on  Friday  evening,  October  15,  with 
services  at  5:45  p.m.  On  Shemini  Atzeret, 
Saturday,  October  16,  the  Yizkor  Mem¬ 
orial  prayers  will  be  recited  during  the 
services  which  begin  at  9:30  a.m.  The 
last  day  of  the  holiday,  Simhat  Torah,  is 
Sunday,  October  17.  On  that  day  three 
leaders  of  the  congregation  will  be 
honored:  Frances  (Mrs.  Herman)  Berger 
as  Kalah  Mafterct;  Arthur  Fine  as  Hatan 
Bereshit;  Ira  Lee  as  Hatan  Torah.

Shemini  Atzeret  which  occurs  on  the 
eighth  day  of  the  festival  of  Sukkot  falls 
on  22  Tishri  and  is  observed  this  year 
on  Saturday,  October  16.  A  more  serious 
mood  prevails  in  the  sanctuary,  partly 
because  the  Yizkor  memorial  service 
takes  place  before  Musaj.  An  important 
feature  of  the  morning  service  is  the 
prayer  for  rain  so  that  there  may  be  an 
abundance  of  crops  during  the  coming 
year.  Man  thus  expresses  his  dependence 
upon  nature  and  his  awareness  of  God’s 
daily  gifts.

Each  year  during  the  Sukkot  festival 
the  lulavim  (palm  branches)  and  etro- 
gim  (citrons)  purchased  by  the  syna¬ 
gogue  are  circulated  among  worshippers 
for  their  own  individual  recital  of  the 
requisite  prayers.  During  the  hakafot, 
the  procession,  they  are  allotted  to  cer¬ 
tain  individuals  for  the  honor  of  march¬ 
ing  in  the  procession  with  them.

THE  FESTIVAL  OF  SUKKOT 

The  Si/kkah  is  designed  to  teach  man  to  put  his  trust  in  heaven,  for  as  he 


sees  the  u niver. 

1  he  Festival  of  Sukkot,  the  Season  of 
our  Rejoicing,  zeman  si/nhatenu,  is  the 
Festival  of  Thanksgiving  marking  the  in¬ 
gathering  of  summer  crops  and  fruits  and 
the  close  of  the  agricultural  year.  The 
principal  features  of  the  holiday,  ob¬ 
served  for  eight  days,  are  the  citron,  the 
palm  branch,  the  willow,  the  myrtle  and 
the  Si/kkah.  According  to  tradition,  the 
Sukkah  must  be  covered  with  foliage  but 
with  enough  space  between  the  greens  so 
that  the  stars  can  be  seen. 

The  other  symbol  of  Sukkot  is  the 
cluster  of  plants  —  the  lulav,  etrog, 
myrtle  and  willow  with  which  the  wor¬ 
shipper  rejoices  before  God  as  he  chants 
praises  of  gratitude.  One  interpretation  of 


se  which  God  created ,  he  is  inspired  to  tru

the  "Sukkot  bouquet”  is  that  th  lulav,  the 
palm  branch,  is  symbolic  of  the  spine. 
As  it  stands  tall  and  firm,  so  man  is 
urged  to  stand  morally  straight  and  in¬ 
tellectually  firm.  The  hadas,  the  myrtle, 
figurative  of  the  human  eye,  symbolizes 
a  pattern  of  conduct  beheld  by  the  human 
eye  that  is  certarn  in  responsibility.  The 
aravah,  the  willow,  representing  the 
mouth,  reminds  man  that  the  words  of 
his  mouth  must  be  gracious  and  kind. 
Symbolic  of  the  heart  is  the  etrog,  the 
citron,  teaching  man  to  be  generous  to 
all.  When  these  species  are  used  during 
the  hallel  and  hakafot,  the  processions, 

we  are  told  that  the  lulav  atones  for 
pride,  the  etrog  for  the  sins  of  the  heart,

the  aravah  for  unholy  speech  and  the 
hadas  for  the  lust  of  the  eye. 

The  dominant  note  of  the  fest'val  is 
one  of  thanksgiving  and  joy.  The  Biblical 
commandment  enjoins  that  "thou  shalt 
be  altogether  joyful”  (Deut.  16:15).

At  the  first  open  meeting  of  the  season, 
Tuesday  evening,  October  19,  Sisterhood 
will  join  with  the  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Club  in 
presenting  Dr.  John  G.  Stoessinger,  pro¬ 
fessor  of  Political  Science  at  the  City 
University  of  New  York  at  Hunter 
College  and  special  consultant  to  the 
United  Nations.  Dr.  Stoessinger  will 
speak  on  "The  Middle  East  after  the 
Election:  Breakdown  or  Breakthrough?” 
The  meeting  to  which  all  congregants, 
their  families  and  friends  are  invited 
will  take  place  at  8:15  p.m.  in  the 
Lemberg  Auditorium. 

John  G.  Stoessinger  fled  from  Nazi- 
occupied  Austria  at  the  age  of  eleven  to 
Czechoslovakia.  Three  years  later,  he  had 
fled  again  via  Siberia  to  China  where  he 
lived  for  seven  years.  In  Shanghai,  he 
served  the  International  Refugee  Organi¬ 
zation. 

Dr.  Stoessinger  came  to  the  United 
States  in  1947,  received  his  B.A.  degree 
from  Grinnell  College  in  1950  and  then 
went  to  Harvard  where  he  earned  his 
Ph.D.  degree  in  1954.  He  entered  the 
teaching  field  immediately  and  has 
taught  at  Harvard,  Wellesley,  M.I.T., 
and  Columbia.  In  1969,  he  led  the  Inter¬ 
national  Seminar  on  International  Rela¬ 
tions  at  Harvard  University,  and  in  1970 
he  received  an  Honorary  Degree  of

Doctor  of  Laws  from  Grinnell  College, 
Iowa.  From  1967  to  1974  he  served  as 
Acting  Director  of  the  Political  Affairs 
Division  at  the  United  Nations.  He  is 
now  professor  of  Political  Science  at  the 
City  University  of  New  York. 

Dr.  Stoessinger  is  the  author  of  The

was  awarded  the  Bancroft  Prize  by 
Columbia  University  in  1963  as  the  best 


book  in  international  relations  published 
in  1962.  A  second  edition  was  published 
in  1965,  a  third  in  1969,  a  fourth  in 
1973  and  the  fifth  edition  in  1976.  He 
has  also  authored  The  Refugee  and  the 
World  Community  (1956),  Financing 
the  United  Nations  System  for  the  Brook¬ 
ings  Institution  (1964),  Power  and 
Order  (1964),  and  The  United  Nations 
and  the  Superpowers  (1965,  1970  and 
1973).  He  served  as  Book  Review  Editor 
of  Foreign  Affairs  for  five  years  and  is 
a  member  of  the  Council  on  Foreign 
Relations. 

A  recent  book  by  Dr.  Stoessinger, 
Nations  in  Darkness-.  China,  Russia  and 
America,  was  chosen  by  the  Book  Find 
Club  as  its  February  1972  selection.  His 
latest  book,  published  in  1974,  is  entitled 
Why  Nations  Go  to  War. 

Dr.  Stoessinger’s  most  recent  book, 
Henry  Kissinger:  The  Anguish  of  Power 
was  published  by  W.  W.  Norton  in  1976.
